This meeting was not fo well attended as 
could have been wiihed, particularly at a time 
when fon-any arrangements necefTarily came 
before them, foi* immediate deciiion— yet 
we ai-e much pleafed to obferve, bulinefs was 
condudled with the greateft unanimity, and 
with as much apparent fatisfadlion, to the 
Truftees prefent, as to that of a coivfidera- 
ble number of the fubfctibers, who attended 
on this occafion : they affording ftrong and 
reafonable ground to prefage a fpecdy com­ 
pletion of the plan, with the future fuccefs 
of this laudable iHftitution.
